'The warrants, recited that the two 
commissioners had misappropriated 
the County's funds, had collected for 
traveling and boarding .without war- 
rant. 


The Gazette-stated in a recent is- 


sue that the two old County Com- 
missioners had to refund^ something 
like $150 of the County's money 
which they had charged for board- 
ing and traveling expenses. 
This 


was collected Mn plain violation of 
the Isnw and when .they were surchar- 
ged fo^it they paid, it back. Layton 
paying all bapk, $59.28, and Brad- 
ley paying all but $3.75, .Bradley s 
bill being"$91.11. 


The two commissioners, Bradley 


and 'Layton collected this money on 
December 31, ,1919 leaving it'to the 
last day of their term and then they 
held a meeting; ;had two. vouchers 
drawn up, Nos. 778 and 779 which 
may be seen'at any;time in,the hands 
of .the County - Treasurer and read 
for $91.11 .for Bradley and $59.2"8 
for Layton signed by T. C. Bradley 
and.

money as shall be thus taken, con- 
verted, invested, used or unaccount- 
ed for, which is hereby declared a 
misdemeanor; and every such offi- 
cer, and every pelrsan or persons 
whomsoever aiding or abetting, or 
beinig in any way accessory to said 
act, and 
being thereof 
'convicted, 


shall be sentenced to an imprison- 
ment, toy separate or solitary con- 
finement at labor, -not exceding five 
years, and to pay a fine equal to the 
amount of the money embezzled."

At National Convention — Will De- 
liver Keynote Address At Saa 
Francisco 


Homer S. Cuminings, chairman of 


the Democratic National 'Committee, 
today was selected to preside as tem- 
porary chairman of the national con- 
vention at San Francisco, June 28, 
amd deliver 
the keynote ..address 
-which -will enunciate the -party policy 
in the forthcoming campaign. 
The 
convention slate was formed at a lun- 
cheon at the Iroqubis Club where- the 
Democratic leaders later listened to 
a speech, in which their leader sound- 
ed what they said probably would 
be the main points of his keynote 
address. - 
The Republican party has lost its 
moral character, he said, in launch- 
ing a vigorous attack on the majority 
in Congress In defeating the peace 
treaty and league of nations, and par- 
ticularly the method by which the 
control of the foreign relations com- 
mittee was held* by the Republicans. 


"The whole fight on the league of 
nations dates back to a corrupt elec- 
tion in Michigan," he said, "and a 
convicted criminal is the thing on 
which Republican supremacy rests." 
•He was convinced that the people of 
the United States want the league of 
nations. The Republican Congress 
had - defeated the peace treaty for 
eight months and had failed to pass 
one constructive piece .of legislation. 
Turning to the war, he declared 
that "not chance, but brains, won it," 
and for this leadership he maintained 
the Democratic party was entitled to 
credit. "It matters not'what they say 
of President Wilson," he added, "his 


. fame is immortal and future genera- 
tions will render tributes of praise 
and obligations to the great Demo- 
terat.

Then there was 
a rumor that the Adimral was like- 
ly to be rescued by a near-by-band 
of Cossacks and the Bolsheviki de- 
cided to take no chances. From two 
American officers who were in Irkut- j 
sk at the time comes THIS report; 
At three o'cloqk on the morning of 
February 7 the Admiral was awaken- 
ed and told that he would be shot at 
5. He arose, dressed himself in full 
uniform, drank a cup of tea, and 
wrote two letters. At 5 o'clock he 
•was taken 
out into the pail 
yard, 
Asked if he wished to be blindfolded 
•where he was stripped to the waist. 
lie answered 
"No" 
spanned at at- 
tention, and faced his executioners— 
-twenty riflemen. At the command 
they pulled the triggers and Kolchak 
fell to the ground, pierced toy twenty 
touHets. The executioners were then 
told whom they had killed, and they 
cheered. 
While 
Kolchak 
was successful 
neither as a civil administrator nor 
as a military leader, his integrity is 
unimpugned. He did his best for his 
country and died like a hero, and it 
was no fault of his that the Reds are 
triumphant in Russia and Siberia. 
JAPANESE TROOPS have occupi- 
ed Vladivostok after eight hours of 
severe fighting in all parts of the city 
and the Japanese 
Imperial flag is 


flying in place of the Russian ensign 
from all government buildings. All 
Russians 'have been disarmed. The 
purpose of this action is stated to be 
to protect Japanese interests, to safe- 
guard the principal Japanese base 
-of supplies in Siberia at Vladivostok 
and to ward off the threat of Bolshe- 
vism -which has been advancing to- 
wards the Pacific with the eastward 
movement of the Bolshevik forces 
through Siberia.

Factional Opposition to the Attorney 


General Has Been Reduced to 


the Point Where It Will Cut 


No Figure. 


Washington, — Following a confer- 


ence held here last week by the man- 
agers of the campaign of Attorney 
General A. Mitchell Palmer of Pennsyl- 
vania for the Democratic presidential 
nomination, it was anounced that the 
outlook for the Selection of the Penn- 
sylvanian to head the ticket this year 
Is very bright. Bruce F. Sterling of 
Uniontown, chairman of the commit- 
tee in charge of the Pennsylvania pri- 
mary contest, reported that Mr. Palm-^ 
er has the backing of practically the 
solid Democratic party in the state 
and would be supported by an unbro- 
ken delegation to the San Francisco 
convention. 


"The Democrats of our state realize 


they have a good chance to nominate 
a winning candidate for the presi- 
dency," .said Chairman Sterling, "and 
they do not propose to overlook that 
chance. Factional opposition to Mr. 
Palmer has been reduced to the point 
where it will cut no figure, and we feel 
safe in predicting that all the 76 dele- 
gates irom Pennsylvania will enthu- 
siastically support the Attorney Gen- 
eral's candidacy." 


Hon. Charles "C. Carlin, chairman of 


the National Palmer Primary Cam- 
paign Committee, reported that a sur- 
vey of the general situation gives 
every encouragement to the Palmer 
candidacy. The Georgia situation has 
been smoothed out so that Mr. Palmer 
will be the only administration candi- 
date to be voted on at the primaries. 
He will be opposed by Tom Watson 
and Senator Hoke Smith, both anti- 
administration men and neither seri- 
ously considered as a presidential pos- 
sibility. 


In an effort to embarrass the Palmer 


people 
anti-administrationists 
filed 


nomination papers for President Wil- 
son, entering him as a candidate in the 
contest. This action was unauthorized 
and Intended solely to make it appear 
that Mr. Palmer was fighting the Pres- 
ident, under whom he serves. But the 
petition for the President was later 
withdrawn and the scheme fell flat. 


Mr. Palmer will make a campaign 


tour of Pennsylvania before the pri- 
maries there, which take place on May 
IS. He expects to make a number of 
speeches in the state, although the de- 
mands for him from all over the coun- 
ary are very heavy. 


The campaign for Mr. Palmer is be- 


ing made solely upon his record, and 
In'this his supporters find ample ma- 
terial. Few men in public life have 
such a notable record. Up to 1908 Mr. 
Palmer never had held office except as 
court stenographer while he pursued 
his law studies. In that year he was 
elected to Congress and was re-elected 
In 1910 and 1912. On October 22, 1917, 
he was appointed Alien Property Cus- 
todian and in that Important office 
made an exceptional reputation. He 
took over and became the trust officer 
for more than 33,000 estates of alien 
enemies, aggregating a combined capi- 
tal-of mere than $800,000,000. The ad- 
ministration of this great trust cost 
the government "only about one-sev- 
enth of 1 per cent, but in the course of 
his duties Mr. Palmer unearthed 
enough unreported and concealed in- 
come and excess profits taxes to cover 
the entire cost of administration and 
60 per cent more. 


He has been a member of the cabi- 


net only a little more than a year, but 
in that period has handled some of 
the most important matters that ever 
came before the Department of Jus- 
tice and handled them all successful- 
ly. He divorced the Big Five packers' 
trust from their unrelated lines of 
business and had a perpetual injunc- 
tion entered against them, thus solving 
one of the hardest problems that the 
law department has contended with 
in years. By intervening in behalf of 
the public in the miners' strike he 
averted a national catastrophe, saved 
the miners and the public from tre- 
mendous losses and vindicated the su- 
premacy of the law. And as a result 
the miners h ive just negotiated a new 
scale entirely satisfactory to them, 
thus gaining their point without the 
horrors of d coal famine. 9e h5g"guc- 
cessfully combated^the "red" menace 
In this country, putting a number of 
the nation's enemies into jail and de- 
porting a shipload of undesirable 
aliens, with others on the way. 


His record in Congress was one of 


distinguished achievement. He wrote 
the metal clause of the present Under- 
wood tariff law. He supported and 
voted for "the direct election o2 sena- 
tors, woman's suffrage, the workmen's 
compensation act, the child labor bill 
of which he was co-author; creation 
of a bureau of mine safety, a general 
pension law for veterans of the Civil 
War and their widows, a bill to exempt 
labor unions from prosecution under 
the* anti-trust act and a great many 
ether measures of equal importance 
to the people and the country.

YOUNG PIGS NEED ATTENTION 


Special Care Should Be Given to 


Housing and Bedding—Keep Them 


Dry and Comfortable. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Ordinarily the fall crop of pigs is 


farrowed between the middle of Au- 
gust and the 10th of October. It is 
highly important that sows be well 
fed and carefully tended during this 
time, the care and management of the 
dams being practically the same as 
that followed 'when the spring litters. 
are farrowed. Similarly, fall pigs, af- 
ter they are weaned, should be treat- 
ed the same as spring pigs, except 
that in many parts of the country fall 
pigs do not have access to green for- 
age crops. 


In the northern and colder locations,' 


special attention should "be devoted to 
housing and bedding the porkers, 
particularly the young pigs. 
These 


youngsters should never be allowed 
to sleep in sheds or pens where they 
are exposed to rain or snow, nor 
should they'be allowed to lie on damp 
bedding. Supplying the fall pigs with 


Where Possible Let the Pigs Wean 


Themselves After Ten to Twelve 
Weeks Old. 


plenty of dry, bright, clean bedding 
frequently—once every two or three 
days if necessary—t'o keep the nests 
and beds dry and comfortable is a 
prerequisite of successful hog man- 
agement. This point can not be over- 
emphasized. The young pigs delight 
in a warm, dry nest, and the practical 
hog raiser who caters to" this desire is 
the man who usually is able to mate 
the statement, backed up with actual 
figures, that there is money in produc- 
ing pork. 


The great danger which results" from 


allowing the pigs to sleep in damp 
bedding is that the next morning they 
go out into the cold air, often covered 
with steam, and consequently are like- 
ly to contract pneumonia or other ser- 
ious ailments. Dry bedding, frequent 
changes of litter, well-built houses, 
and plenty of feed of the right char- 
acter are essential where the producer 
seeks a 100 per cent pig-raising record. 
Where these conditions are realized, 
particularly where the fall pigs are 
kept dry, sheltered, and well fed, it is 
as profitable to raise autumn porkers 
as it is to produce spring pigs, despite 
the common belief to the contrary. 


BREEDING FOR BETTER SHEEP 


Experiment Being Conducted on Ex* 


periment Ranch in Idaho by 


Department of Agriculture. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart1 


ment of Agriculture.) 
Corriedale sheep developed In Aus- 


tralia mainly by a Lincoln-Merino 
cross, are being studied by the United 
States department of agriculture at 
the government 28,000-acre sheep-ex- 
periment ranch at Dubois, Idaho. 
There are at present about 1,500 sheep 
on the project divided into various 
classes. 
Australians claim for the 


Corriedal^s better mutton form than 
the Merino, more weight, and yet a 
good fleece of about three-eighths 
blood quality. It is expected that the 
tests now being conducted by the de- 
partment will eventually result in a 
better average sheep, as to mutton 
carcass, than the breeds now on the 
market. The breed was introduced in- 
to this country by the federal depart- 
ment, but since that time many large 
private importations have been made. 
Part of the sheep on the Dubois range 
are being kept as straight Corriedales, 
while others are being crossed with 
American crossbreds.
